She told 
tho police that Hodman, as he was 
Known to the children, took a double- 
barrelled shotgun from a hook In the 
closet, and fired directly at the window 
by which his sister was standing, to 
frighten children who' were playing in 
the yard below, and that she nnd 
Rodmaji ran out of the room when 
little JIary fell. 
Weeping, Protests Innocenco 


The boy, crying bitterly, protested 


his innocence. He admitted that he 
had been In the room with the two 
girls, but said that in leaving he slam- 
med tho door with a hung that shook 
the walls. He believed the gun was 
thrown on! the hook In the closet and 
discharged. 


After the shot was fired, ho told the 


police, he returned to the room and 
found.-his sister lying bleeding on the 
floor from wounds that the charge of 
shot had torn In the back of her heatl. 
Me lifted her up In his arms and 
passed her to his brother Albert, .who 
came running in. This latter state- 
ment was corroborated by Albert, who 
Is 22. 


Tho boy told his version In a con- 


vincing way, but the police felt it their 
duty to lock him up Sn view of the 
positiveness of Florence Halleron and 
the many details she added to her main 
facts.

Great Institution for the Sick 
at Hub 


A wan-faced woman, motionless up- 


on a stretcher, was my elevator com- 
parJion when I ascended to the top 
floor of the Boston City hospital thej 
other day to be shown through 
the 


great building by Us *ico^iop' matron. 
Miss Douglas. At the third floor lai'.d- 
Ing the stretcher was carried into ihe 
women's ward and as it left tin. cage 
the woman still lay motionless with 
her eyes wide open. -Upon the roof of 
the building, to which I was first con- 
ducted, was an enclosed area where 
several little 
hoys 
were 
playjng. 


Warmly clad, they frolicked about and 
enjoyed themselves to 
their 
hearts' 


content. Tha sun beat full upon them 
and the strlngc-nt air sweeping Inland 
from Fort Point channel tone<3 their 
cheeks to a rose-Tc-af tint. From tMs 
aerial playground I descended to the 
surftcal ward. In a long room flooded 
with the streaming rays of the after- 
noon sun were. 30 cots on which lay 
as rnany bandaged patients. Some had 
their heads swathed in cotton, some 
their arms and,so, I leek it, 
their 


bodies, for their faces were covered 
only with .smiles. The patients In this 
ward. Miss Douglas 
explained, were 


the most cheerful In tho hospital; their | 
period of convalescence being one o f j 
merriment whereas in those, wards de- 
voted to the. sick and ailing this happy 
condition does not 
always 
prevail. 


In this. a.s In all the other wards, 


several nurses moved quietly about at- 
tending to tho wants of their charges, i 
They were, a. splendid looking group' 
of young women: their cheerful faces 
aiding the work of their skilful hands 
In alleviating the suffering with which 
they hourly came in contact. Adjoin- 
ing the surgical ward were the operat- 
ing rooms, three In number. In each 
several glass operating tables occupied 
the. center and e.ppeared to be the to- 
cussing point for every ray of light 
comine through roxvs of high winnows 
and skylights. This light, too, scintil- 
lated along thft windows of a cabinet 
nearby and revealed stacks of razor- 
lika knives, scissors, chisels, scalpels 
and every Instrument used In that 


anatomic art known as surgery. Be 
fore and after every operation Is per 
formed the instruments used are steril- 
b.ed. This is dona by steajning them 
In airtight metal 
tanks capable of 


withstanding high pressure. 
Upon a 


spotless table near the tanks I noticed 
a number of rubber gloves stretched 
out to dry. At each operation. 
Miss 


Douglass Informed me. a pair were 
worn by a surgeon; the number on 
the table having been used that day. 
f counted the. gloves. There were. IS 
pairs. 


Next to tho operating room was the 


anaesthetic, compartment, 
in which 


there were, eight beds. On those the 
prospective patient, I was told, 
ara 


wafted into dreamland by the admin- 
istration of tho anaesthetic and thence 
carried to the operating table. With 
the completion of the operation they 
are transferred to a rest room and up- 
on Its cots return to 
consciousness.

The per- 
son alleged to have secured the pass- 
ports for them fraudulently, who was a 
naturalized American citizen, was sen- 
tenced to three years at the Atlantic 
penitentiary, a. Just sentence when one 
considers the possibilities arising from 
his offence.
